DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 

Does difference of opinion necegsarily 
imply criminality or guilt? We reply in 
the negative. And we say no for the fol- 
lowing reasons : 

There are unquestionably errors of the 
head and errors of the heart. Censure 
may justly be attached to the latter, while 
the former may be merely a pitiable weak- 
ness, and barely a subject of regret. 
ror may be the offspring of unavoidable 
ignorance ; in which case it caanot be im- 
puted as a crime, since no ene is to be 
blamed for the want of power or opportu- 
nity to understand. But whe» on the oth- 
er hand, itis voluntary, and the offspring 
of bad intention, it assumes the complex- 
ion of crime, 

Let me illustrate this sentiment by the 
following familiar statement. 
pose a person about to leave the world, 
giving in charge to three sons to perform 


)acertain piece of business after his de- 


cease. Let us suppose that, at a reason- 
able time after his interment, the employ- 
ment assigned by the purent becomes a 
topic of conversation with thesons. Two 
of them readily undertake to comply with 
their father’s dying request, but form a 
different construction of the meaning and 
infent of his directions. They proceed, 
however, according to the different views 
they entertain, to accomplish his design. 
But of course they take different steps, 
both of them with a true intent to fulfil his 
will, 

The other son says, on the contrary, I 
shall give myself no trouble to ascertain 
his meaning, being determined to do noth- 
ing about it. Do we not perceive a bad 
disposition in the latter case, but filial obe- 
dience in the two former instances, though 


manifested in differcnt views, and a differ- | 


ent course of action ? Hence, is it not ob- 
vious that men may differ, and yet be good 
men ? Consequently, every difference of 
opinion should not alienate affection. 

Let me state another instance as cor- 
roborative of the same idea. 

We may look up to the judicial bench, 
on which were seated three or four judges, 
persons well versed in jurisprudence, who 
have devoted no small portion of their lives 
to a deep and thorough investigation of 
the laws of their country, A _ difficult 
point is to be decided, after long and am- 
ple discussion. The question is, what 
saith the law upon this controverted point: 
We look up to the sages of the law, who 
are to inform us. We listen for their de- 
cision. Does it convey unanimity of opin- 
ion ? Far from it. In some cases, we fin 
each of them expressing an opinion at va- 
riance with each other. Whence comes 
this ? Shall it be imputed to a bed heart ? 
May not incorruptible integrity sway each 
bosom, and yet a difference of opinion ex- 
ist ? Will not the same remark hold good 
in regard to different views of the doctrines 
of revelation among those who unwaver- 
ingly admit its truth ? May not this dis- 
cordance of opinion arise, not from a de- 
ficiency in rectitude of heart, but the dif- 
ferent construction of minds ? 

Error therefore, though it may be the 
offspring of a corrupt heart, yet it is not 
invariably so. 

And what is the inférence from these

| ence, that truth is not worth our research ? |
